T he boy was declared In custody 
of 
th e Child 
W elfare Society of 
C um berland county, under su p er­ 
vision of the county probation o f­ 
fice. in the nine-page verdict h a n d ­ 
ed dow n by Judge Reese. 
T he 
com m onw ealth 
sought 
to 
have the boy declared a delinquent 
in sta rtin g the present litigation, on 
the basis the child was unable to 
atten d 
the one-room 
Pines 
rural 
school, since he could not provide 
the required vaccination certificate 
His fath er. Jo h n M arsh, noted vac­ 
cination 
foe, 
already 
has 
served 
num erous prison term s ra th e r th a n 
perm it vaccination of the boy. 
Q uoting num erous legal cases to 
support his findings. Judge Reese 
ruled th a t the “parents have neglec­ 
ted or refused to provide the proper 
and necessary education’’ for E u­ 
gene and construed this to indicate 
“neglect." T he boy has not attended 
school either this past term or the 
1937-1938 term . 
T he ruling was on action in sti­

G iven five ex tra years in com ­ 
m and of the Pennsylvania N ational 
G uard by special act of the legisla­ 
ture, the m ajo r general, who e n ­ 
tered service as a private, oame to 
this huge m ilitary reservation th a t 
he helped develop to review for the 
last tim e the 52nd C avalry brigade 
w hich he form erly com m anded. 
“T w o-Y ard" S hannon, as he was 
known to in fan try m en in France 
during the W orld war, reached the 
com pulsory retirem en t age of 69 to ­ 
day, and took it philosophically, 
Will Miss C am ping 
“Sure, T il m iss cam ping with the 
troops this y ea r,” he replied to a 
question as to how he felt about 
dropping o u t of active service. “I f s 
the first tim e in 50 years th a t ITI 
be o u t of it- b u t I knew 50 years ago 
th a t it would happen some tim e.”

GARNER FAVORS

W ashington. June 24 (AP)—Vice 
President G arner is suggesting that 
congress make drastic reductions in 
income tax exem ptions a t Hie next

G arner contends, it was said, that 
the present $2,500 exem ption for 
m arried couples should be slashed 
to $1,200 and that the $1,000 exemp­ 
tion for single person should be re ­ 
duced to $500. 
In most cases, this would increase 
the existing tax on m arried couples 
with income above $2,500 by $52 a 
year and the tax on single indivi­ 
duals with income above $1,000 by 
$20 a year.
